SYNOPSIS 


Deputy... providing security during pill call by escorting the nurse 
through module T-162 C-Pod, which housed inmates with acute mental illness. Because 
the cell doors in the module are constructed of safety glass and are not equipped with tray 
slots, it required Deput o open the door of each cell for the nurse to administer 
medication. Deputy lopened cell 9, at which time Suspect Shaun Moore forcibly 
pushed the door open, causing Deputy tc fall backward_and lose his balance. 
Suspect Moore ran out of the cell toward the stairs. When Deput tarted to chase 
after him, Suspect Moore turned around and tackled Deputy eput! 

head hit the concrete floor and his right arm was pinned under his body. Suspect Moore 
got on top of Deputy anc continuously punched him in the face. 


Deputy Alperin saw the incident from outs} -Pod, at which time he radioed for 
assistance as he responded to assist ad” Suspect Moore did not comply with 
commancs to stop fighting as he continued to assault Deputy When Dept 
Alperin attempted to apply the carotid restraint and pull him away from Deputy A 
Suspect Moore attempted to strike Deputy Alperin with his fists. 
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Deputies Michaelson and Quinonez arrived and gave Suspect Moore verbal commands 
to stop fighting. When Suspect Moore failed to comply, Deputy Michaelson struck Suspect 
Moore in the face with his fist approximately ten times. Deputy Quinonez struck Suspect 
Moore in the face with his fist three to five times, and applied three knee strikes to the left 
side of Suspect Moore’s torso. Suspect Moore was not affected and continued to fight. 
When Suspect Moore ignored Deputy Quinonez’ additional commands to stop fighting, 
Deputy Quinonez applied four drive stun Taser activations of various durations to the 
center of Suspect Moore's back. Suspect Moore was still not affected and continued his 
assaultive behavior toward the deputies. 


Custody Assistant Bernier arrived and attempted to assist with handcuffing Suspect Moore. 
Suspect Moore failed to follow additional verbal commands to stop fighting and continued 
his assaultive behavior, at which time Custody Assistant Bernier struck Suspect Moore 
twice on the left side of his face with his fist. Deputies Alperin, Michaelson and Quinonez 
handcuffed Suspect Moore without further incident. Deput: was transported by 
ambulance to LCMC where he was treated for a concussion. 


Suspect Moore was subsequently transported on June 11, 2010 to LCMC for further 
treatment of the injuries he sustained from this incident. On June 21, 2010, TTCF 
Sergeant Johnson learned that Suspect Moore had been treated for a fractured jaw and 
a fractured nasal bone which resulted from the incident

The firing data 
indicated the activations were consistent with what Deputy Quinones reported. Refer to 
Taser firing data sheet in the Miscellaneous Documents section for detailed information. 
There was only one video recording during the Taser activations, which did not show 
anything relevant.

Dors NEE 


On September 10, 2010, 2010, Deputy EEN... in his IAB Witness 
interview, he was conducting pill call with the nurse in C-pod. He was in front of cell 9 and 
saw Suspect Moore laying on his bunk. He Knocked on the door and announced that it 
was time for pill call. He then unlocked the door as Suspect Moore got up and walked 
toward the door. Suspect Moore was approximately one foot from the door when he 
lunged at the door, thrusting him backward spect Moore then pushed the nurse out of 
the way and ran toward the stairs. Den. lll he started to shut the door to go 
toward Suspect Moore, who then turned around and tackled him, causing him to hit his 
head on the concrete floor. During this time, his radio holster broke and the radio (which 
did not have an extended mic) fell out. His right arm was pinned under the right side of his 
body, at which time Suspect Moore got on top cf him and began to continuously strike him 
in the face with his fists. Dep l= after approximately twenty seconds of being 
assaulted, he managed to kick Suspect Moore off, at which time Deputy Alperin tackled 
Suspect Moore. 


Deputa- his recollection o the details after that was somewhat hazy as a result 
of his head impacting the floor when Suspect Moore initially tackled him. He didn’t 
remember getting up and going to Suspect Mocre, but remembered striking him in the legs 
approximately 14 times with his fists and applying approximately two knee strikes to 
Suspect Moore's right buttock. The last tr de remembered was someone pulling him 
off after the fight. Deputy, epared a supplemental report regarding this incident 
[EXHIBIT B]. 
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Deputy Michael J. Alperin 


On September 10, 2010, Deputy Alperin stated in his IAB Witness interview, he was in the 
module booth of T-162 when he saw Suspect Moore fighting with Deus. the 
upper tier of C-Pod. He responded to Sep u Rc and saw Suspect Moore 
standing over Depu nc! punching him in the ‘ace. Deputy Alperin said he put 
out an assistance request on his portable radio regarding a deputy involved in a fight. 
Even after he got to the top tier, Suspect Moore was still punching Deputy in the 
face. Depu tied to kick Suspect Moore off, as Suspect Moore was also hitting 
Deputy n the legs. 


Deputy Alperin said he tackled Suspect Moore to the floor from behind, at which time 
Suspect Moore then tried to punch at him over his shoulder. He then attempted to apply 
the carotid restraint on Suspect Moore who continued to try to punch at him. During this 
time, he gave Suspect Moore verbal commands to stop fighting, as he continued to try 
punching at him. Deputies Michaelson and Quinonez arrived and also gave Suspect 
Moore verbal commands to stop fighting. Suspect Moore did not comply with their orders, 
at which time Deputies Michaelson and Quinonez punched him in the face. 


Deputy Alperin stated during this time, he continued nis attempt to apply the carotid 
restraint as Suspect Moore tried to get away from him. He then heard the Taser being 
deployed and tried to get out of the way. Deputy Michaelson assisted with handcuffing 
Suspect Moore without further incident. Deputy Alperin submitted a complaint report 
regarding this incident [EXHIBIT C}. 


Deputy Douglas R. Michaelson, Jr. 


On September 13, 2010, 2010, Deputy Michaelson stated in his IAB Witness interview, he 
was in module T-161, when he heard over the radio that there was a fight in module T-162. 
He responded to module T-162 C-pod and saw Deputy Aperin and Suspect Moore fighting 
on the floor at the top of the stairs. Suspect Moore ignored verbal commands to stop 
fighting. As Deputy Alperin tried to apply the carotid restraint, Suspect Moore was hitting 
him on the arms by punching backwards. Deputy Michaelson stated it was at this time he 
struck Suspect Moore five to six times downward, to the left side of his face with his right 
fist, which had no effect. Deputy Michaelson stated Suspect Moore kept saying, "That's 
good. You guys got me good” in a mocking manner as he was being struck. 
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Deputy Michaelson stated he saw Deputy Quinones applied a drive stun Taser activation 
to Suspect Moore’s lower back, which also had no effect, as he continued to kick and flail 
his arms. Deputy Michaelson said he struck him four additional times with his right fist to 
the left side of the face until they were able to get him on his stomach and handcuff him. 
Deputy Michaelson prepared a supplemental report regarding this incident [EXHIBIT B]. 


Deputy Angel C. Quinones 


On September 10, 2010, 2010, Deputy Quinones stated in his IAB Witness interview, he 
was in module T-161 when | heard on the radio broadcast of a deputy involved in a fight 
in module T-162. He and Deputy Michaelson responded to module 1-162 and saw Deputy 
came on the floor of the upper tier of C-Pod and appeared to be non-responsive. 
ext to eputy as Deputy Alperin wrestling with Suspect Moore on the floor. 


He attempted to assist Deputy Alperin with subduing Suspect Moore, who was punching 
and kicking violently. Deputy Quinones stated he struck Suspect Moore to the left side of 
his face approximately four times with his left fist, and then struck Suspect Moore in the left 
side of his torso three times with knee strikes, which were ineffective as Suspect Moore 
continued to kick and punch at them. He then applied four to five drive stun Taser 
activations to the center of Suspect Moore’s back, while giving him commands to stop 
fighting. Deputy Quinones said he manually shortened the duration of the Taser 
activations several times by putting the Taser on safety curing mid-cycle, to allow Suspect 
Moore the opporiunity to comply. After the last drive stun activation, Deputies Alperin and 
Michaelson were able to handcuff Suspect Moore behind his back without further incident. 
Deputy Quinones prepared a supplemental report regarding this incident [EXHIBIT B]. 


Custody Assistant Eric Bernier 


On September 10, 2010, 2010, Custody Assistant Bernier stated in his IAB Witness 
interview, he was administering pill call in module T-162 A-pod when he heard a “415" 
broadcast over the radio in module T-162 C-pod. 


Upon his arrival in, he saw Deputies EEE Avein, Quinonez, and Michaelson struggling 
with Suspect Moore on the top tier. Suspect Moore was “wailing his fists” at Deputy 
Michaelson. He grabbed Suspect Moore’s left arm and tried to place it behind his back. 
Suspect Moore’s hand slipped out of his grasp, at which time he started to strike and kick 
at them. Custody Assistant Bernier stated he struck Suspect Moore’s left cheek twice with 
his right fist. 
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Deputy Quinonez announced for everyone to step back and administered approximately 
four drive stun Taser activations on Suspect Moore's torso between the left side and back. 
Suspect Moore was unaffected by the Taser as he continued kicking and wailing his fists 
at them. They handcuffed Suspect Moore behind his back without further incident, as he 
resisted. Custody Assistant Bernier prepared a supplemental report regarding this incident 
[EXHIBIT Bj. 


CIVILIAN WITNESSES 
Nurse Isabelita Garrovillas 


Nurse Garrovillas stated to Sergeant Johnson immediately after the incident that she was 
administrating pill call with Deputy n module T-162 C-Pod. They approached cell 
9, at which time Deputy lopened the cell door so she could administer the 
medication. cul this time, Suspect Moore forcibly pushed the door, ran past her and 


attacked Deputyl knocking him to the ground. Nurse Garrovillas stated she 
immediately ran away from the area and did not observe anything further. 


The following statements were based on videotaped interviews conducted by TTCF 
Sergeant Michael Yocum AR immediately after the incident occurred. 


Win A he was housed in module T-162 C-Pod cellffvhen he saw the nurse 


and Deputy| lat cell 9, giving medication to an inmate. He saw the cell door slam 
open as Suspect Moore rushed out and pushed his way past the nurse and Deputy 

When Deputy ec to stop Suspect Moore, they wrestled for a bit and 
fell to the floor. He then saw the other deputies responding. 


inmate AS he was in module T-162 C-Pod cellfvhen he saw Suspect Moore 
come violently out of his cell and violently attack Deput He saw Suspect Moore 
shove Deputy [end strike him, and then try to get away. 
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Inmate ase he was sleeping in module T-162 C-Pod celllfena did not see the 
incident between Suspect Moore and the deputies.

Inmate [EE tated he was in module T-182 C-Pod colffvith Suspect Moore, who told 
him he was “pissed off because he didn’t get his store.” Suspect Moore pushed through 
the open cell door and knocked Depu o the ground and started “socking the

deputy up.” He stated Suspect Moore hit Dep three times in the face and then 
saw Deput ack once. Once on the ground, Suspect Moore resisted and 
held on to Depu legs and hitting him. 


SUSPECT MOORE’S STATEMENT 


Suspect Moore was interviewed by the Watch Commander, Lieutenant Eduardo Arnaldo, 
on camera [EXHIBIT D] at the Twin Towers Correctional Facility Tower 1 clinic. He stated 


he ran into Deput in an attempt to escape from the facility. During this time 
Deput ackled him to the ground. He denied punching Dept stated 
that Deputy was on top of him. 
Suspect Moore complained of pain to the left side of his face, which he claimed was the 
result of deputies kicking him in the face with their boots. He also stated that he was 
sprayed with mace during the incident. 


Suspect Moore stated he took psychotropic medication for his mental illness.

Deu a 2: providing security during pill call by escorting the 
nurse through module T-162 C-Pod, which housed inmates with acute mental 
illness. Because the cell doors in the module are constructed of safety glass and 
are not equipped with tray slots, it required Deputy o open the door of 
each cell for the nurse to administer medication. Deput pened cell 9, 
at which time Suspect Shaun Moore forcibly pushed the door open, causing 
Deputy © fall backward and lose his balance. Suspect Moore ran out of 
the cell toward the stairs. When Deputy oreo to chase a im 
Suspect Moore turned around and tackled Deputy M Derun a 
head hit the concrete floor and his ri as pinned under his body. 
Suspect Moore got on top of bep ss continuously punched him in 
the face. 


Deputy Alperin saw the incident from outside of GPod, at which time he radioed 
for assistance as he responded to assist Deputy] Suspect Moore did not 
comply with commands to stop fighting as he continued to assault Deputy 
When Deputy Alperin attempted to apply the carotid restraint and pull 
im away from Deputy) Suspect Moore attempted to strike Deputy 
Alperin with his fists. 


Deputies Michaelson and Quinonez arrived and gave Suspect Moore verbal 
commands to stop fighting. When Suspect Moore failed to comply, Deputy 
Michaelson struck Suspect Moore in the face with his fist approximately ten 
times. Deputy Quinonez struck Suspect Moore in the face with his fist three to 
five times, and applied three knee strikes to the left side of Suspect Moore’s 
torso. Suspect Moore was not affected and continued to fight. 
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When Suspect Moore ignored Deputy Quinonez’ additional commands to stop 
fighting, Deputy Quinonez applied four drive stun Taser activations of various 

durations to the center of Suspect Moore's back. Suspect Moore was still not 

affected and continued his assaultive behavior toward the deputies. 


Custody Assistant Bernier arrived and attempted to assist with handcuffing 
Suspect Moore. Suspect Moore failed to follow additional verbal commands to 
stop fighting and continued his assaultive behavior, at which time Custody 
Assistant Bernier struck Suspect Moore twice on the left side of his face with his 
fist. Deputies Alperin, Michaelson and Quinonez handcuffed Suspect Moore 
without further incident. Deputy ss transported by ambulance to 
LCMC where he was treated for a concussion. 


Suspect Moore was subsequently transported on June 11, 2010 to LCMC for 
further treatment of the injuries he sustained from this incident. On June 21, 
2010, TTCF Sergeant Johnson learned that Suspect Moore had been treated for 
a fractured jaw and a fractured nasal bone which resulted from the incident. 


On May 18, 2011 the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. 


Concerning: 


MPP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force and MPP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, 
the Committee determined that the force used by Deputies Matthew R. 
Michael J. Alperin AM Douglas R. Michaelson, Jr. 
Angel C. Quinonez — and Custody Assistant Eric Bernier 
was reasonable and necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 


MPP § 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that 


the tactics employed by all personnel in this incident were within Department 
Policy. 
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
